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DETAILED ACTION 

The prosecution of this application has been transferred to Examiner John M. Villecco from the 
docket of Examiner Scott Egan. Any inquiry concerning this Office Action or earlier 
communications should be directed to the current Examiner of record. Current contact 
information is provided in the last section of this communication. 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's arguments, see the amendment filed May 28, 2007, with respect to claims 1- 
20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 1 st paragraph rejection 
of claims 7 and 17, the 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection of claims 1-4, 8-14, and 18-20 in view of 
Nozaki and the 35 U.S.C. § 103(s) rejection of claims 5, 6, 15, and 16 further in view of 
Nishiwaki have been withdrawn. 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on May 28, 2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Application 
Number 10/681,801 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. Thus, the double patenting rejection from the previous office action has been 
overcome. 

3. However, applicant's amendment has brought up new issues in the prosecution of the 
case. Namely, applicant's amendment includes new matter that was not previously disclosed in 
the original disclosure and claim language that has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2 nd 
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paragraph. Please see the new grounds of rejection presented below. Additionally, there are 
some new objections to the specification. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

• In paragraph 0001 of the specification, applicant has alluded to a copending and 
cofiled application. However, the applicant has left blank spaces for the 
disclosure of this application. Applicant is required to provide the appropriate 
serial number and filing date of the copending and cofiled application. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 
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8. Regarding claims 1,10, and 20, applicant has amended each of the claims to include the 
following paraphrased limitations, a capture buffer configured as a first memory location for 
storing auxiliary frames, a second memory location for store an image frame which corresponds 
to an associated auxiliary image frame, and a processing system which, among other things, 
operates to copy one or more auxiliary frames and corresponding image frames to a fixed section 
of memory for performing image processing on the copied data. Additionally, applicant points 
out paragraphs [0037], [0042] - [0043], [0046], [0049], and [0060], as providing support for the 
amendments to the claims. Paragraphs [0042], [0049], and [0060] are particularly relevant to 
this rejection. In claim 1, applicant claims that the processor operates "to copy one or more 
auxiliary image frames and corresponding image frames to a fixed section of memory for 
performing image processing on the copied data". However, previously applicant claims "a 
second memory location separate from the capture buffer, the second memory location 
configured to store image frames, wherein each image frame corresponds to an associated 
auxiliary image frame". After a thorough review of the specification, the examiner can not find 
an embodiment in which the fixed section of memory is used to store both an image frame and 
used as a processor when both the image frames and auxiliary image frames are copied to it. 
Paragraph [0049] merely discloses that the processing system (106) copies one or more auxiliary 
image frames and/or the corresponding image frame from the buffer locations to another section 
of memory, such as to a fixed section of memory. Paragraph [0060] merely discloses an 
embodiment in which image frames and auxiliary image frames stored in the buffers are copied 
to the fixed section of memory. Therefore, the examiner can find no mentioning of storing 
auxiliary images frames in a capture buffer, storing image frames corresponding to the auxiliary 
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image frames in a second memory location separate from the capture buffer, and then 
transferring both the auxiliary image frames in the capture buffer and the image frames 
corresponding to the auxiliary image frames in the second memory to a separate fixed section of 
memory. Thus, this new amendment introduces new matter. See MPEP §2163.06. 

9. Claims 2 and 1 1 recite features similar to claim 1 and are also rejected as discussed 
above. 

10. Claims 3-9 and 12-19 are rejected based on their dependency to claims 1 and 10, 
respectively. 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

13. Regarding claims 1,10, and 20, applicant has amended each of the claims to include the 
following paraphrased limitations, a capture buffer configured as a first memory location for 
storing auxiliary frames, a second memory location for store an image frame which corresponds 
to an associated auxiliary image frame, and a processing system which, among other things, 
operates to copy one or more auxiliary frames and corresponding image frames to a fixed section 
of memory for performing image processing on the copied data. Additionally, applicant points 
out paragraphs [0037], [0042] - [0043], [0046], [0049], and [0060], as providing support for the 
amendments to the claims. Paragraphs [0042], [0049], and [0060] are particularly relevant to 
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this rejection. In claim 1, applicant claims that the processor operates "to copy one or more 
auxiliary image frames and corresponding image frames to a fixed section of memory for 
performing image processing on the copied data". However, previously applicant claims "a 
second memory location separate from the capture buffer, the second memory location 
configured to store image frames, wherein each image frame corresponds to an associated 
auxiliary image frame". After a thorough review of the specification, these two limitations 
appear to be indefinite. More specifically, paragraph [0049] does disclose that the processing 
system can copy one or more auxiliary image frames and/or the corresponding image frame from 
the buffer locations to another section of memory such as to a fixed section of memory. 
However, a more detailed description of the capture process in paragraphs 0051-0063 discloses 
several embodiments using the fixed section of memory (220). None of the embodiments listed 
in paragraphs 0060 discloses that the fixed section of memory (220) is used to store the image 
frame and also used in the processing procedure. Therefore, it is not clear of the claimed "fixed 
section of memory" is the same thing as the claimed "second memory location", as it appears to 
be in the specification. Because of this, both independent claims 1,10, and 20 are indefinite. 

14. Claims 2-9 and 1 1-19 are rejected based on their dependency to claims 1 and 10, 
respectively. 

15. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
